“My most memorable meal 
was a feed of beef steak, 
unwashed potatoes boiled in 
sea water, and fried onions. 

"In the early 20s when I 
was a teenager. I sailed from 
Calcutta on a German sailing 
ship heading to Newcastle, 
Australia. Lerekcnhafen 

was a tour-masted, square- 
rigged barque. It was inade¬ 
quately supplied with provi¬ 
sions, as Germany had just 
lost the war. The company I 
worked tor was In very bad 
financial circumstances. The 
only prmisions they could 
obtain wer® wormy peas 
and beans in limited quanti¬ 
ties. rancid bacon, old pota¬ 
toes that became completely 
rotten in less than three 
weeks, and wheat flour. The 
latter kept us alive and 
working hard for about se\'en 
weeks. We ran out of fresh 
water, which was rationed at 
two cups per person per day. 
We caught a little rein water 
once. 

'“Hie cook would take the 
flour, mix it with sea water, 
and make balls about the tire 
of tennis balls. These he 
would boil in more sea water. 
The outer shell for an eighth 
of an inch was a slimy mess 
and beyond that it was tough 
and gummy. If you sank your 
teeth into it, you had difficulty 
caning )*our mouth again. 

*'After about seven weeks of 
this diet, we entered New¬ 
castle. We had just got past 
Nobody's Point and were being 
towed by a steam lug, when a 
pro\isinn boat pulled along- 


“The skipper shouted to us 
to throw him a line. He tied 
up alongside and shouted for 
another line. They tied on a 
quarter of beef and signalled 
for us to pull. There were 
many willing hands! We 
threw the rope back and 
hauled up a sack of potatoes 
and then a sack of onions. 

"We would have eaten the 
meat, potatoes, and onions 
raw and enjoyed if. 

"Two otoer memorable 
meals I would like to mention. 
One was simply a loaf of 
bread without water or any¬ 
thing else accompanying it. I 
had not eaten anything for 
two days and enjoyed it very 
much. I had been riding a 
slow freight train. When tt 
stopped at a watering station. 
I spotted a store not far off 
and ran to purchase a loaf of 
white bread for my com¬ 
panion and mystif. That loaf 
of bread lasted better than 
Christmas turkey today. 

"The other meal was a 
‘mulligan' in a hobo's jungle 
on the outskirts of a prairie 
town. The mulligan consisted 
of stolen farm products; fresh 
chicken, white beets, cabbage, 
carrots, onions and so on. It 
was boiled up in a flve-gallon 
kerosene can. I and my chum 
later returned with the hope 
of finding the same desirable 
circumstances. 

"Instead, we found a hobo 
boiling his clothes in the 
mulligan can to rid them of 
lice. This was the nearest 
event I encountered as to 
‘Who put the overalls in Mrs.

Mr. Smith’s Move 


A NEAR 75 PER CENT majority of white Rho- 

desians have now apparently given their full 
approval to Premier Ian Smith’s plan to declare their 
country a republic and to introduce a new constitution 
which wUl effectively bar the poiitkral advancement 
black Rhodesians for — and t^yond — the foreseeable 
futui’e. 

What exactly Mr. Smith proposes to do with this 
extended authority now vested in him oy those 
fortunate enough to be on the Rhodesian electors’ list 
remains open to conjecture at this time. Though he Is 
reported, to be ready to make the change-over on 
Nov«nber 11 this year — a date which marks the 
third anniversary of unilateral declaration of inde¬ 
pendence — he may well find between now and then 
that the course he has chosen is a rough one. 

It has been Mr. Smith’s earnest belief that once 
Rhodesia breaks with Britain and becomes an 
independent republic, dozens of governments througb* 
out the world which have until now refused to 
recognize Rhodesia out of deference to the United 
Kingdom government wili quickly seek to re-establish 
relations with the former colony and business will 
rapidly return to nnraial. 

On this particular item, Mr. Smith may be due for 
a sad disappointment. Few nations are likely to 
change their attitude toward Mr. Smith's illegal 
regime no matter what name or status it chooses to 
assume. Indeed It is a well-known fact that both South 
Africa and Portugal, the only countries Rhodesia looks 
upon as friendly at this time, have attempted to 
d^uade the Rhodesian premier from carrying out his 
ill-advised i:^n of action. 

It is strongly rumored in the European press that 
both governments have warned Mr. Smith that they 
will not ^nt Rhodesia recognition if it declares itself 
a republic. 

It Is obvious that neither South Africa nor 
Portugal are willing to jeopardize their own positions 
In Africa and In the world for the sake of a 
megalomanlacal ruler of an insignifleant corner of the 
dark continent. 

White Rnodesian-s may now have time to give a 
moment’s thought to what will happen to their 
country if Britain does wash her hands of the whole 
affair and turns her back on Rhodesia. It is only 
Britain’s determination to oK)ose violence in 
her disagreement with the Rhodesian regime that has 
prevent^ the unhappy colony from being overrun by 
terrorists armed and supported by half-a-score of 
black African republics. 

It is no secret that Britain and the white 
Commonwealth nations have had their work cut out to 
calm down the Afro-Asian members of the Common¬ 
wealth in order to avoid bloodshed. If Britain steps 
down now — as Mr. Smith incredibly believes she 
should — she w'ould no longer be able to maintain this 
effoit and Rhodesia's first line of defence would 
disappear. 

These are but two of the unhappy facts of life 
Mr. Smith must face up to before he makes his next 
move — a move which will not only directly affect the 
lives of 220.000 white and 4,000,000 black Rhodesians 
but could change the shape and destiny of Southern 
Africa.

More Than Thousands 

A RECENT REPORT OF the British section of 

Amnesty International stales that there may 
be a quarter of a million people imprisoned throughout 
the world for their political or religious beliefs. 

Amnesty, which is a London-based organization 
which concerns itself with the investigation into and 
the protection of such unfortunates, also comes to the 
surprising conclusion that there is no area in the world 
that is specifically more guilty or less guilty than 
others. 

It is this latter statement to which the London 
Daily Telegraph takes exception. Amnesty, the 
newspaper says, prol»ablj» overlooks the fact that the 
worse a regime is the more difficult it is to obtain 
information. 

The Telegraph writes that countries such as 
South Africa, Portugal or Greece have I'eceived 
considerable publicity I'ognrding their p<^i(ical prison¬ 
ers because of the comparative openness of their 
societies but points out that others probably equally 
guilty have kept their operations and their political 
prison camps under wra|;» ao that nothing is known 
about them. 

It cites afi an example the recent appeal for an 
Improvement In their conditions by some Russian 
intellectuals at a labor ramp at Potma. This, the 
newspaper says, is a “reminder that these compara¬ 
tively privilege prisoners are able to give voice about 
what many thoiKands of Soviet citizens have to suffer 
in silence. 

“The Soviet Union is facing an increasing problem 
from the population growth of its national minorities, 
which now almost equal in numbers the total number 
of Russians. 

“b repression,’’ the paper asks, “going to 
continue to be the ordei* of the day? Many South 
American dictators or black African despots have 
better records than Moscow.’’ 

It is apparent that Amnesty International only 
considers as political prisoners those individuals who 
are actually placed behfnd bars for their offences 
against the regimes concerned. 

If it attempted to broaden Its definition of 
prisoner to encompass all those whose political rights 
have been removed and all those whose freedom of 
movement ha\^ been restricted, then it would be 
reporting on hundreds of millions of people rather 
than the few hundred thousand it now records In its 
statistics.

These gentlemen, my friends, are the new aristocracy of 
tfie professional golf circuit. They are called caddies. 

In the old days, whi<A extended up to 10 or e^’en five years 
*go. g»>lf caddies were the wnrst-<h'e8sed profession In the 
entire world. They were men who carried other men’s clubs 
and spoke only when they were to. They were poorly 

paid fn* their labors by modern standards, and when a 
tournament ended they set out to hitch-hike their way to 'the 
next wie. often kipping down un^r a hedgerow en route to save 
a night's rent. 

As in most things in golf, the Americans have changed all 
that. And what the Americans were doing 10 years ego, Britain 
is doing today. The caddie—cr most caddies, at l^t—have 
become rital members of “the team".. 

No longer does a golfer Just go out and play a course. 
Before he even sets a foot on the first tee he wants it carefully 
ehartod for him almost as thcsnughly as a navigational map of 
the Thames Estuary. 

Hence the caddies’ preminary w’alk round Royal Lytham 
with a notebook and pencil. JVhat they are doing is measuring 
and marking so diligentiy that vriien ‘foeir master Is ikying his 
second shot to the green at some hole a week later he wtil 
know that if he’s 11 yards short of the cross-bunker and three 
yards ahead of the elm tree on the left, then he is precisely 188 
yards from the edge of the green. Not IW yards or 182^-hut 188 
precisely.

Britain hasn't yet quite matched these magnanimous 
gestu-es. Indeed there was a very enfoairassing scene in one of 
the British events of tbe recent past when one of the 
continental players finished third and gave his cedtKe what he 
thought was a fairly appropriate tip—£20. 

The caddie, used by now to the swift Inflation, promptly 
flung the four fK'ers on the ground in ifisgust. The sequel was 
that he picked them up later and. Into the bargain, pinched the 
player's golf shoes and every golf ball be had in his hag! 

Mercifully, these kind of scenes are rare. Most of the new 
young playww on the British circuit have a perm^ent 
agreemimt with a caddie. One young player of my 
acquaiiiTance. for example, pays his caddie a retainer of £1.000 
for the six-menKh season i^us five per cent of his winTrings at 
tournaments.

The officers of the Federation of Telephone Workers of B.C. have led their 
m^bership into a strike against B.C. Telephone, rejecting generous and unanimou.s 
recommendations of a federal conciliation board. The company accepted those 
recommendations. , . 

On the eve of strike action the Federation officers confronted the company with 
new demands for wage increases of 32.1 per cent and reduced working hours and 
other benefits bringing the total increase to 43.5 per cent by January 1, 1970. 

Our company is prepared to resume talks at any time the Federation officers indi¬ 
cate they will show responsibility in their demands. 

The Union officers know as well as we do that increases costing nearly 
$30,000,000 and amounting to 43.5 per cent by next January 1st arc absurd. They 
made these demands at the eleventh hour, making a mockery of collective bargaining. 

Their ac^tion only strengthens my conviction that the federation officers have not 
bargained in good faith, but have deliberately forced a strike just to kick manage- 
mmt in the teeth. 

We are concerned about the effect of a strike on individual employees and their 
families. But it is apparent the Union officers have no such concern, and they must 
bear tlw blame for the hardships which result.

OTTAWA (UPI) — Endoad-

than a decade, an agriculture 
department spokesman said 
Wednesday. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U.S, National Academy of 
Sciences recommended Wed¬ 
nesday that the army abandon 
its plan to ship 26.500 tons of 
surplus poison gas across 
country by train for dumping 
in the Atlantic Ocean. 

After a six-week study, the 
scientists said the defence 
department’s proposal for get¬ 
ting rid of the gas could cause 
a ''catastrophic explosion” 
and possiVily endanger ocean 
life. 

It recommended that most 
of the gas be chemically 
detoxified or burned and then 


only a small amount disposed 
of at sea. The army said It 
was studying the report, but 
had no comment on whether it 
would follow the recom¬ 
mendations. 


Noting that the bulk of the 
gas is stored at the Rocky 
Mountain Arsenal near Den¬ 
ver. Colo., the Academy said 
that despite army precau¬ 
tions. "We cannot exclude the 
remote poesihility of a cala- 
strophic explosion" during 
shipment to Earl. N.J.

"far beyond the capacity" of 
the medical staff the army 
planned to have accompany 
the gas. 


It said there was also 
remote possibility of a colli¬ 
sion at sea as the gas was 
towed oul in old Liberty ships. 
Some of tlie nerve gas might 
possibly escape from the 
sunken ships, it said, and the 
effects on ocean life, while 


unknown, ‘‘could be very 

MriniiK.” 

The first word that the 
Academy had given the army 
its recommendations came 
from Rep. Cornelius Gal¬ 
lagher. D—N.J-, who said he 
was pleased with the report 
and '’hopeful that the army 
will follow It." 


The army originally had 
planned to begin gas ship¬ 
ments to New Jersey on May 
1 $. but postponed its plans 
pending completion of the 
Academy study. 


The army had asked for the 
Academy's advic? after dis¬ 
closure of its plans by Rep. 
Richard McCarthy, D-N.Y., 
touched off strong protests 
from scientasts and cities 
along the projected train 
routes to Earl.

"The Academy's findings 
confirm my initial Impression 
that such large scale move¬ 
ments of poison gases were a 
real danger to the American 
public and that such gases 
could be i-cndered harmless at 
the arsenals.” McCarthy said. 


The academy recommended 
that the 12,000 tons of nerve 
gaa bombs stored at Rocky 
Mountain Arsenal be dis¬ 
assembled and the contents 
chemically deactivated.

In the meantime, it said 
Immediate steps should be 
taken to protect toe nerve gaa 
from lightning or too much 
aun and that It should be 
distribu^d to minimize the 
effects of an airplane crash. 
The gas is stored near a main 
runway of Denver'! Stapleton 
Airport.

Further to yesterday's notes wi 
chsinfcal control of wends. It doesn't 
seem to be gennaHy realized among 
home gardeners that weedkiller Solu- 
ticm can be used cAsewhere than on the 
lawn. 

It is true that toe weedkiller 
chemicals in the 2,4-D group are 
seSeoKt’e In that they wlH kiD most 
broad-lcefed pianiB without Injuring 
grass, and far this reason they have 
(heir most widespread use in toie lawn. 

You can't bnndcast the stuglf all 
over a fknver bed or toe vegetable plot 
or you'd kUI tit your oulttvaaed plants 
aJong with the weak.. However, wtfrle 
tnoadoast spr^ing As out, there isn't 
any reason why Incividual weeds 
Browing among yxxr treasured plants 
shouldn't be spot-tre a ted and kdllled. 


Mltnd you, there vmjldn't be any 
point in ^slt-tteeting toe annuel weeds 
in this way, for it is quicker and easier 
to pull them up than to dab their 
leaves, one by one, with weedkiller 
solution. Wito toe drepmot^ perennial 
weeds, though, hand-pulling doesn't do 
much good. You seldom get out aB toe 
root, and even toe tiniest bit left In the 
ground will sprout again. Wito toisdes, 
docks, dandebona and toe lB<e, spot 
treatment wito weedkiller can be most 
effective. 

One of my moat treajnired pieces of 
weedkiHing eqmpment is a Mtt^ phstis 
squeeze bottile tost once oontBiried an 


isiderarm deodorant spray. I keep ft 
filled with weedtdner, and I find I can 
squirt the loaves of frdvidual weeds 
ev'en when they are growtog right bt* 
asnot^ my valued plants. 

I use a Inw-voiatfie form of 
weedkiller chettycel, so have no 
trouble from d itf tw ^ fumeA. and it is 
just a case of sceii^ thaA ortly toe weed 
leavea are wetted, mak&ng sure Twne of 
it gets on toe leaves of toe good plants. 


This Isn't the only way to spot-tivat 
weeds, of course, A jam Jar of 
weedMler and an old paint bru^ will 
serve, just aa long as toe v,«ed leaves 
ere wetted. This U an opecialy good 
way to treat bindweed—wild morning 
^ory—when It is entwined in a hedge. 
This la a k«g arri arduous job. but by 
perafetentHy pabiifrg every green leaf of 
binfrweed as It Is seen, toe ptat ean be 
eradioated In a single aununer. 

One point often overlooked Is that 
these hormone vaedkilWa must be 
taken into the weed's clnoulatory 
system tlruugii toe leal pores, and 
toerefora the nKMe leaves exposed to 
the spray, toe more weedkiller is 
ebsoebed Into the sap and translocated 
to the roots. 

A eommnn mistake is to cut down 
toe weeds firat, then treat the soil In an 
attempt to keep toe irjots from 
regenerattog. This dnem't wralc, exc^^ 
in the case of totol vegetation killent 
designed far use oa driveways and 


under f^Kes, poisoning the sell so 
nothing whatev'er will grow. 

Another common mistake stemming 
from the same muimderstanding is to 
mix up the weedWBer too strong. In to# 
hope of getting a better kill. The novice 
gardater roascoa that if toe directfant 
on the label call for one fluid ounce of 
concentrate per gallon of water, two 
fluM ouTKes will dh the job twice as 
well. 

It doesn't work out that way. In 
order to get a good kiU,-toe poison must 
be absorbed into toe tissues of toe leaf, 
to«n trensinoated in toe sap to toe 
roots, kiUing them petmanently. If a too 
almv aoludon to applied, it kBIs toe 
leaves TOO quMdy, befara thby can 
pass it on down to toe nets, snl toe 
unhaimed roots will siirpty ^irout 
again.

I have been ha\‘ing considersble 
success lately ustr^ my little deodorant 
squeeze bottle to kill suckers springing 
up from the ror*i of roses, lilaca and 
popHart without damaging toa parent 
fdant. For thds purpose I a 

Paraquat weedkiller — Weed-Rite or 
Gramoxone — squirting on the sucker 
wh&le shielding the leaa'es of toe parent 
plant with a big sheet of brraw paper. 

The suckers must be treated while 
they are stiU young and green, for 
Paraquat wxin't work nn mature Rtems, 
So far, not one of my suckers has 
regenerated, nor hav'e any of toe parent 
plants shown any signs of injury.

He poMed out to 
council that this type of policy 
had beeen advocated by the 
provinctoi governefnent in Oder 
to keep muriaipalilies from 
paying extensive interest, 
charges. 

Council decided to take the 
matter under oonsideration and 
make a decision on whether to 
raise taxes tor 1970. 

Council members indicated 


the greatest concern was for 
sewers. 

It was pointed out that many 
areas in the south part of the 
munfoipality were having 
trouble with septic tank dis¬ 
charge surfacing into nearby 
roadside drains. The Murphy 
Street area w«as pinpotmled as 
the wonk. Connecting tbe area 
to the present sewer system 
wouid cause overloadirtg. 

And. a sewer system covering 
the entire southern are.i would 
require a primary treatment 
plant and a new outfall, causing 


more expendiliiie. which the 
muraedpahty cannot handle at 
the present time. 

Couci^l aideed tor a feasibility 
report n connecting the 
Muipi^/ Street area to the 
existing sewer Une. 

A report w'as also requested 
on the possibility of provBknd 
apcr oval of a sewer outfall, with 
the treatment plant to be con- 
strueted at a later date. 

In other- -business, council 
noted that Maurice Farn Mis¬ 
sion, has been hired as recrea¬ 
tion director.
